۲ When the University Administrative Offices closed at 
5 p.m. that date, the demonstrators moved into the eighth floor 
corridor. The protesters grew in number estimated as around 60 
persons, all sitting on the corridor floor. At 10:30 p.n., 
Max Nichols, Chief of the Roosevelt University Campus Police, 
told the demonstrators that the University was closing the 
building for the evening, and. if they did not leaye, he would 
call the Chicago Police and swear out complaints against those 
remaining. At this time, the Chicago Police were called in 
and the demonstrators were told the same thing. At this time, 
about 30 to 35 demonstrators got up and left, leaving a group 
of 25 persons still sitting. 


The Chicago Police then informed the remaining group 
that since they did not choose to get up and leave, they were 
under arrest for criminal trespass to land. 


The Chicago Police then informed the group that if 
they locked arms, went rigid and/or limp or fought the arresting 
officers in any way, they would also be charged with resisting 
arrest. The demonstrators were then ordered to get up and walk 
with the arresting "Task Force" officers to the elevator and 
down to the waiting police van. 


A group of eight of the arrestees did not comply with 
this order and had to be carried from the scene.

The two elements disagreed on whether the University

Silbar's group wants the University to stop supplying 
such data. It also protests United States involvement in Viet 
Nan. 


Watson also told the rally that students arrested on 
May 19, 1966, would be placed on disciplinary probation, and 
that second offenders would be dealt with severely.

A. Headquarters, Origin, Sco and Stated Aims 


The SDS was the youth group of the League for 
Industrial Democracy (LID) up until late 1965. 


The LID, which has its national headquarters 
in New York City, is an organization made up of Socialists. 
The SDS, as the organization is today, was formed on a 
national basis in 1960 and considers itself a "broad" 
movement designed to attract people with a wide range of 
special interests covering such issues as peace, civil 
rights, poverty and educational reform. The SDS considers 
itself to be of the left political persuasion and will 
welcome as members all elements of the left wing persuasion, . 
including revolutionary Marxists. "d 


The SDS originally had its headquarters in New 
York City, but moved its national headquarters to Chicago, 
Illinois, in May, 1965. The SDS headquarters is now located 
at 1103 East 63rd Street, Chicago, and in June, 1965, sub-let 
Some of its office space to the Chicago Committee to End the 
War in.Viet Nam (CCEWVN) at this address. Since coming to 
Chicago the SDS has worked with other left groups on the 
issue of protesting the war in Viet Nam. These groups are 
the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of Chicago, the Young Socialist ` 
Alliance of Chicago, the Progressive Labor Party and the 
May 2 Movement. In general, the SDS has indicated that it 
will work with any organization which protests U.S. inter- 
vention in Viet Nam and the Selective Service ۵ 
methods for drafting youth to fight in Viet Nam. 
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The DS has a current program of protest ing the 
Draft and actively promotes a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status. The basis of the SDS 
program is that the U.S. intervention in Viet Nam is an 
"unjust war” and they assert this conclusion on moral, 
political and religious grounds.

In connection with the Draft. some of the radical 
element within the SDS has been involved in draft cazd 
burnings, however, the national office claims to object to 
such tactics, but at the same time, leaves such actions up 
to the individual SDS members. ~ 


The SDS in the Chicago area has chapters located 
at the University of Chicago (approximately 50 members), 
Roosevelt University (approximately 35 members), University -.- 
of Illinois, Chicago Campus (approximately 17 members), 
Illinois Institute of Technology, Chicago, Illinois, 
(approximately 11 members), Northwestern University, Evanston, 
Illinois, (approximately 30 - 50 members), Northern Illinois 
University, De Kalb, Illinois (approximately.10

This is the'result of a 
survey of the membership by BOBTSPECK, Membership Secretary, 
recently completed. His survey revealed that SDS has 
chapters in 37 states and the District of Columbia.

the introduction were the initials "CCK." (C.CHARL HSSINGEB). 


Thereafter was reflected a history of the 08, 
tracing its roots back to the founding of the Intercollegiate 
Socialist Society (188) in 1955, and noting its present 
relationship with the League for Industrial Democracy. 


Reference is made to the "Port Huron Statement," 
the 1962-SDS convention document. Therein the goal of the 
SDS had been set out and the "Handbook" asked the question,

The National Council meeting in the first week | 

in January mandated the National Office to limit its i 

expenditures to $4,000 a month, with the excess to be 
distributed in a prescribed manner to the regional offices, d 


ERAP projects, etc. Certain expenditures, e.g. December : 
Conference and NC, clearly are not intended to fall within i 
the $4,000.00. If we subtracted from the January expenditures 
(1)Conference expenditures, (2)10an repayments!’ (3) the 
salaries of our Midwest traveler (Jack^Kittredge) and Chicago 
e organizer (Greg/Kasloó, and (4) the payment of over $1,000.00 
in old debts incurred during November and December, then we } 
find that the National Office still expended more than $4, 500 ۱ 
on its January operations. The large salary expense resulted 
from the fact that salaries were sharply raised(to $30/wk) ۱ 
to allow staff members to save enough money during Januar y : 
to arrange their own housing during February when the staff 3 
apartments will be discontinued. Thus in February rents and 
utilities will decrease, and the staff will be smaller. It 
is anticipated that the NAC will limit February expenditures 
to compensate for January's over-expenditure."

Approximately 300 students of the University of Chicago,. 
Chicago, Illinois, planned a sit-in demonstration at the 
Administration Building located at the Unversity of Chicago, Chicago, 
Illinois Campus. This sit-in demonstration was scheduled to 
commence at 8:00 A.M., May 11, 1966. The purpose of the 
demonstration was to protest the University's policy of cooperating 
with the Selective Service System by the University Administration 
furnishing scholastic class ranking of male students who are 
eligible for the draft. The individuals initiating the sit-in 
demonstration were mostly members of the SDS. 


On May 11, 1966, approximately 300 students of the 
University of Chicago consisting of the SDS and other campus 
Student organizations, began a sit-in demonstration at the 
University Administration Building on the campus at 2:30 P.M.

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The sit-in demonstration began at 2:30 P.M. on `~ 
May 11, 1966, at the Administration Building at the University 

of Gicago, in protest against the University of Chicago 
policy of cooperating with the Selective Service System by 
furnishing scholastic class ranking of male students eligible 
for the draft continued as of May 12, 1966, with approximately 
350 individuals participating. All services in the Administration 
Building were totally disrupted with the exception of the 
switchboard which was allowed to remain in operation. The 
University of Chicago officials issued instructions to all 
Administration Building personnel to remain at home until 
further notice. Disruptian of all services in the Building 
continued until 8:30 P.M., May°13, 1966, at which time the 
main body of the demonstrators dispersed from the F

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During the period May 14 through 16, 1966, a token 
force ofxapproximately 25 sit-in demonstrators remained at 
the Administration Building on a shift basis and that during 
this time all services within the Administration Building were- 
permitted to proceed at a normal pace. 
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On the morning of May 17, 1966, the students and 
protestors conducting the sit-in at the University of Chicago 
Administration Butlding, decided to end the sit-in demonstration. 
This sit-in was in protest to the University's policy of furnishing 
the Selective Service System with the class scholastic ranking 
of male students.

The document, which reviewed certain projects undertaken by the 
Pittsburgh Chapter, DCA, at Pittsburgh, Pa., during the Summer 
of 1965, set forth that the Pittsburgh :Committee to End the War 
in Viet Nam (PCEWV) was organized by the Pittsburgh Chapter, DCA, 
during the Summer of 1965.as a peace movement around the issue 
of the war in Viet Nan. 


On January 13, 1966, a second source advised that as 
of January 10, 1966, the PCEWV followed the Communist Party line 
in opposing United States involvement in the war in Viet Nan. 
The PCEWV had participated in demonstrations with the Pittsburgh

Approximately 500 deegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It is our belief 
that this nation can best solve its proble in an atmosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
&ll peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements in 
our country, composed essentially of the working people allied. 

in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We 
further fully recognize that the greatest threat to American 
democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces in coalition 
with the most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of anti-Compunism to divide and destroy the unified 
Struggle of the working people." . 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of cfficers was 
elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the DCA.
